Brainerd was in a blaze of g lory on 
Wednesday evening the occasion be­ 
ing a republican rally at the opera 
house, at which Col. W. C. Plummer 
of North Dakota addressed the meet­ 
ing . 
The marching clubs were out in 
full force, and in numbers surpris­ 
ing ly larg e, considering that it was 
the fimt occasion of this kind in the 
campaig n- 
To say that the republi­ 
cans turned out enthusiastically is put- 
ing it mild. At an early hour the crowd 
beg an to g ather on sixth street in front 
of the republican headquarter» , and 
long before the time of starting on 
tho line o f march the street was jam­ 
med with people. 
The air was full 
of republicanism and on all sides the 
expressions were heard that the rally 
about to take place was but the fore­ 
runner of tho g lorious victory in No­ 
vember. 
At 7:30 the various clubs 
from the Second, Third Fourth 
and 
Fifth wards arrived, and the ¡» ent up 
enthusiasm found vent in 
rousing 
cheers. 
By this time the line was 
formed and the rear extended into the 
seoond ward near the rink. Capt. W. 
A. M. J ohnston and Dee II. Simmons, 
the marshals, g ave the command to 
fall in and the platoens wheeled into 
line, headed by the Third Reg t. Band 
and the Brainerd Flambeau Club of 
fifty members, and moved down sixth 
street to Laurel. 
The sig ht was one 
which could not fail to excite the en­ 
thusiasm of every loyal citizen, and 
the principal streutsthroug h which tfee 
procession passed were lined by thou­ 
sands of people who had assombled 
to witness the g rand sig ht. 
When 
the prosession reached the 
opera 
house the line was halted and the 
men m the line filed into the building 
whichwas already well filled,and many 
were unable to secure seats, the stand­ 
ing room was taken and larg e num­ 
bers were turned away. 
At 9 o’clock chairman Frater intro­ 
duced Col. Plummer who addressed 
the assembled audience for an hour 
in his pleasing style upon the issues 
of the day from a republican stand­ 
point. The g entleman was g reeted with 
rounds of applause and his convincing 
log ic must have made his democratic 
hearers present wince as he drove the 
truths home. 
In referring to 
the 
democratic statementthat the laboring 
men of this oountry were robbed he 
said: 
Are you suffering for clo thing ’ 
Is the American laborer, farmer or in­ 
dustrial son of toil robbed ia any part 
of the United States’ They will bring 
fig ures and so-called facts as long ai 
that table to show you that the son of 
toil in Eng land and other countries is 
as well paid aa here.

practical question like that of the tariff 
as submitted in the present campaig n 
for the deoiaion of the people. A g lib 
orator may mislead even a sensible man 
by plausible theories, insinuating log ic 
and bold assertions. He cannot fool a 
woman. Any g ood, sensible housewife 
in Minnesota knows ten times more 
about the McKinley law than all the 
Democratic orators “ doing " the state 
put tog ether.

Of CoL W C Plummer, Who 
Presents the Issues of 
The Campaign. 


Hundreds of People Join in the 
Torchlight Procession. 


Brainerd was in a blaze of glory on 
Wednesday evening the occasion be­ 
ing a republican rally at the opera 
house, at which Col. W. C. Plummer 
of North Dakota addressed the meet­ 
ing. The marching clubs were oat in 
full foroe, and in numbers surpris­ 
ingly large, considering that it was 
the first occasion of this kind im the 
campaign. To say that the republi­ 
cans turned out enthusiastically is put- 
iog it mild. At an early hour the crowd 
began to gather on sixth street in front 
of the republican headquarters, aad 
long before the time of starting on 
tho line of march the street was jam­ 
med with people. The air was fall 
of republicanism and on all sides the 
expressions were heard that the rally 
about to take place was but the fore­ 
man er of tho glorious victory in No­ 
vember. At 7:30 the various clubs 
from the Second, Third Fourth and 
Fifth wards arrived, and the pent up 
enthusiasm found vent in rousing 
cheers. By this time the line was 
formed and the rear extended into the 
seoond ward near the rink. Capt. W. 
A. M. Johnston and Dee H. Simmons, 
the marshals, gave the command to 
fall in and the platoons wheeled into 
line, headed by the Third liegt. Band 
and the Brainerd Flambeau Club of 
fifty members, and moved down sixth 
street to Laurel. Tho sight was one 
which could not fail to excite the en­ 
thusiasm of every loyal citizen, aad 
the principal streetsthrough which tfee 
procession passed wore lined by thou­ 
sands of people who had assembled 
to witness the grand sight. When 
the prosession reached the opera 
house the line was halted and the 
men in the line filed into the building 
which was already well filled,andmany 
were unable to secure seats, the stand­ 
ing room was taken and largo num­ 
bers were turned away. 
At 9 o'clock chairman Frater intro­ 
duced Col. Plummer who addressed 
the assembled audience for an hour 
im his pleasing style upon the issues 
of the day from a republican stand­ 
point. The gentleman was greeted with 
rounds of applause and his convincing 
logic must have made his democratic 
hearers present wince as he drove the 
truths home.

They are, more­ 
over, better equipped mentally than are 
the men for passing judgment on a 
practical question like that of the tariff 
ae submitted in the present campaign 
for the deoiaion of the people. A glib 
orator may mislead even a sensible man 
by plausible theories, insinuating logic 
and bold assertions. He cannot fool a 
woman. Any good, sensible housewife 
in Minnesota knows ten times more 
abont the McKinley law than all the 
Democratic orators “doing” the state 
put together. She may not be able to 
discuss its underlying principles with as 
much fluency as they, but her knowledge 
of its practical results is more thorough 
and reliable. She is the treasurer of 
home.

sixty-eigh t counties of th e state were re­ 
ceived at th e station and analyzed.

T h e eleven varieties grow n at th e U niver­ 
sity ¡arm during th e season ol 1891 con­ 
tained ¡rum 14 9 > to 20.53 per cent ot sugar 
in th e juice; th e average yield ol w ash ed 
Leets per acre was 14,077 pounds.

F uteen counties furnish ed beets analyzing 
on th e average above 13 per cent of sugar

The eleven varieties grown at Hie Univer­ 
sity larm during lite season ut 1891 con­ 
tained irom 14 9 I to 20.53 per cent of sugar 
in the juice; th* average yield of w ashed 
Leets i»«r acre w as 14,077 pounds. On ac­ 
count of the severe drouth the crop was 
less than one-liaB; the percentage of sugar 
iii the beets was somewhat increased from 
the same cause. 
Of the 373 sam pies of beets received from 
farmers in all parts ol the state, 175 samples 
showed above 13 per cent ot sugar in the 
juice, the richest being 23.52 per cent and 
the poorest 7.12 per cent. 
Futeen counties f urnished beets analyzing 
on the average above 13 |>cr cent of sugar 
in the juice; beets anal\ zing on the average 
above ll per cent were received from nine 
different counties, w hich do not belong to 
any single section, but are scattered a11 
around in the western, southern aud north­ 
eastern portions of the state. 
The results of the work done by the sta­ 
tion during the past three years indicate 
that Wisconsin can grow beets insufficient 
quantity and of a good percentage ot sugar; 
ii this is correct, manufacturing of teet- 
sugar will be a success there when enough 
beets can be obtained tosupply a beet-sugar 
factory.

John Cornish, the proprietor, 
who wa* the first to notice the fire, as tho 
fisuiea began to roar over his head, remem­ 
bered that a woman who had been em­ 
ployed by him was still in the building. 
Ile started to run up stairs, but the flame 
aud smoke deterred him and he rusted 
into the street crying: 
“ For God’s sake, 
save Mrs. I'hillips," his cries were heard 
by John Barnes who, without waiting to 
do more than tie a handkerchief over his 
nose and mouth rushed into the building 
which was now on fire from top to bot'om 
and having hastily obtained the woman's 
probable location made for Hist point and 
called lier name.

They rot readily enough without 
composting, and mixing with manure only 
preserves the spores of the disease, which 
may otherwise be carried over lor the in­ 
jury of succeeding potato crops.

Some one has been calculating the 
cost of a dinner soup for a family of 
average size for one week. 
Six quarts 
of stock, costing thirty-live cents, is to 
furnish the foundation for the soup 
for six days, on the seventh a puree 
soup or one matie from the bones of 
poultry being served. 
It is estim ated 
that a knuckle of veal th a t weighs 
about six pounds, and costs on an 
average thirty cents the year around, 
will furnish the m eat for the stock. 
Five cents is allotA’ed for vegetables. 
Four quarts of this stock is to be 
used for four quarts or a gallon of 
consom m e, for which fifty-four cents 
is allowed for the shin of beef weigh­ 
ing six 
pounds, the vegetables and 
seasoning. 
One quart of this consom ­ 
me, to be served as tapioca soup, will 
cost, it is estim ated, about it cent 
more if two tablespoons of the tapioca 
ate added.

Crushed by th e d eath of his wife, to w hom 
he had been passion ately attached , he ha« l 
scarcely been able to thin k o f an y thin g 
else. Even an xiety about his d aughter was 
d ead en ed , but when his thoughts d i« l turn 
to her he tried to believe th at she was safe, 
an d that in con sign in g her in to the keep­ 
in g o f Ivan Alexieff he had placed her in 
good han d s. 
Perhaps, too—even 
in his 
Blan k d espair—he had some ahad owy i« lea 
th at he an d she would meet again . 
This 
id ea, however, was killed when the an ­ 
n oun cem en t was mad e to him th at he was 
to be removed . H e kn ew too much ot Rus­ 
sian ad m in istration to he in d ifferen t as to 
w hat tlus mean t. 
It was n ight tim e when lie was taken 
from his cell.

Tile 
lum ber m arket is decidedly stronger 
and a sm all advance bas been ordered 
in the price of yellow pine. The inter­ 
est in the home m anufacture of cotton 
is still on the increase, and several 
new mills are reported for the week. 
The successful test of the new T al­ 
b o t steel process, whereby Bessemer 
steel c a n o e m anufactured a t $18 a 
ton out of southern iron, is regarded 
by The T radesm an as the chief in­ 
dustrial event of the year, and bids 
Lair to solve the steel problem and rev­ 
olutionize the industrial conditions 
of the South.

this country. 
He will visit working­ 
m en’s association and the factory in­ 
spectors in each sta te he goes to d u r­ 
ing tile {leriod he stay s here—two 
m onths longer. 
He will go through 
the sta te s of M assachusetts, Ohio, Il­ 
linois, Pennsylvania, and New’ York. 
He will report to the Norwegian gov­ 
ernm ent all the results of his labor. 


After m onths of p atien t investiga­ 
tion aided by som e of the best sta tis­ 
tic a l^ in tlie country a senate com ­ 
m ittee reports as follows; 
The Mi Finley tariff caused aDso- 
lutely no advance w hatever in the 
cost of living. The cost of living has 
decreased under it and the ra te of 
wages has slightly increased. 
The advance in

by the Finance Com m ittee’s report, 
.75 of I p ercen t. The decline in the 
cost of living was 3.4 per cent. This 
m akes a gain of 4.15 per cent in the 
purchasing power of wages. 
While the cost of living in the Uni­ 
ted S tates declined for the period 
covered by the ivestigation the cost 
of living in England increased 1.9 per 
cent.

Were we to 
counsel those who are liable to t Ilia 
affection we should recommend aa fol­ 
lows: Take a m oderate meal two 
hours before going on board. Remain 
on deck am idships, 
well protected 
Against cold, as long as possible. As 
soon as the prem onitory sym ptom s 
appear retire to the berth, undress as 
quickly as possible and lie flat on the 
back for the first twelve or even tw en­ 
ty-four hours w ithout food. 
Then 
tak e a sm all portion of dry bread and 
ro a st beef w ithout fluid; this the 
stom ach will probably retain. If there 
is much m ovem ent of the vessel lie 
quiet again or even go upon deck, and 
in the course of thirty-six or forty- 
eight hours the system will have re­ 
covered itself and no further trouble 
w ill he experienced.

It i* an easy m atter to tell how 
much cream there is in one of these meas­ 
ures, but not to find bow much butter the 
cream will make, and this is one of the di - 
tieulties met w ill in this business. 
There 
are several kinds of can* or pails used, aud 
these ironi eight to nine inches in diam eter 
or more. 
Generally each creamery uses 
the same can aud fixes the measure in rela­ 
tion to the quantity of butter made from 
one inch in depth of the cream in tile can, 
or a standard measure 
called a space. 
To find the quantity ol cream, measure the 
diam eter of tile can aud m ultiply tins by it- 
sel', which gives tile square of it. 
Then 
m ultiply this by .7854, and the product is 
the cubic inches of cream in ope inch deep 
af the can. 
'Tims, a can nine inches iii d i­ 
will have til ti cubic inches in I inch deep, 
and this is usually taken as equivalent to a 
pound o: butler. A quart contains 57j cubic 
ipt-hes, and it requires more than a quart of 
ordinary cream to make a pound of butter. 
It the can is “ halt the circumferauce ol a 
wagon wheel” it will take about enough 
cream to make four pounds of butler to 
m ake one inch in depth in Ute can.

This is a remedy 
which would certainly be very use ui to 
the plants, and i f. as is claimed, it destroy* 
or keep* away insect marauder*, it w ll 
prove most valuable 
This saltpetre solu­ 
tion is u«eful to any plant which is attacked 
bv insects which at any tim e burrow iii the 
ground.

A Hard Wood Saw Mill to bo Contrac­ 
ted Above the Dam This Fall. 
“It never rains but it pours” is an 
old saying, the truth of which has 
been fully exemplified by the develop­ 
ments in this city the past week or 
two. Last week we had tho pleasure 
of recording two new business enter­ 
prises for the development of our 
city, and this week we have still an­ 
other, the immediate construction of 
a hard wood saw mill just above the 
clam. The promoter of this enter­ 
prise is S. W. Searles, of this city, 
who owns a large amount of hard 
wood stum page above us on the river, 
and has secured the refusal of all the 
hard wood stumpage of tho N. P. 
Railroad north of here at a figure 
which would make its manufacture 
hero profitable. He also expects to 
get all the hard wood 6tumpage. 
owned by the Northern Mill Co., tb*e 
logs to be brought here by the n aw 
railroad, a very favorable frei ght 
rate having already boon secured f rom 
the new railroad company. The mill 
will not be a large one. containir *g one 
circular saw. with a capacity ofL from 
12 to 15 thousand feet of hard wood a 
day or about 25 thousand foe4; of pine. 
It will give constant emj doyment, 
winter arid summer, to be /tween 15 
and 20 men. 
While this ia not an en­ 
terprise of great magnitude, every 
little helps. One enterprise brings 
another, and in this way it may boof 
more benefit than simply the amount 
of capital it employs or the labor it 
prod noes. 
Mr. Soarhas, who is inter­ 
n e d in and buys the out put of sev­ 
eral small mill ou the river above 
h<»rc\ informed n Dispatch represent­ 
able that a ready market could be 
found for air the lumber that they 
could secure, and they were several 
hundred thousand feet back of their 
orders at the present writing.

The R aleigh Observer is sligh t­ 
ly less rhetorical but equally emphatic 
when it says: 
Cleveland vetoed over 
250 pensions bills and allowed a large 
number to die by what is known as 
the ‘pocket veto.’

Mr. Cleveland’s pension vetoes, with 
their ribald ndicule of the sufferings

organizing 
lodges of K nights of tho 
Golden 
Circle, have endeared him to the men 
of the Southland.

Six quarts 
of stock, costing thirty-five cents, is to 
furnish the foundation for the soup 
for six days, on the seventh a puree 
soup or one m ade from the bones oi 
poultry being served. 
It is estim ated 
that a knuckle ot veal th a t weighs 
ab out six pounds, and co sts on an 
average thirty cents the year around, 
will furnish the m eat for the stock. 
F ive cents is allow ed for vegetables. 
Four quarts of this stock is to be 
used for four quarts or a gallon of 
consum m e, for which fifty-four cents 
is allow ed for the shin of beef weigh­ 
ing six 
pounds, the vegetables ami 
seasoning. 
One quart of this consum ­ 
me, to be served as tapioca soup, will 
cost, it is estim ated, about a cent 
m ore if tw o tablesp oons of the tap ioca 
are added. 
The royal p aste to be 
used another day to garnish the co n ­ 
sum m e, as it includes yolks oi eggs 
and som e cream is reckoned at seven 
cents, and Italian paste for a third 
day, tw o cents. 
T he garnish of dried 
bread for tiie fourth 
day 
is 
n ot 
counted, as it is usually to be had 
w ithout extra expense. 
Cream of sor­ 
rel soiq), in addition to th e stock calls 
for an ou tlay of li.teen cents—five fqr 
the sorrel, four cents for a half cupful 
of cream , and som ething additional 
for a little butter. 
For the rem ain­ 
ing d ays of the week there w as to be a 
soup of cream of rice, which, aside 
from the quart of stock, as estim ated 
a t ten cents, and a puree of peas(dried) 
t en cents, the latter to be m ade w ith­ 
ou t stock.

This difficulty 
was finally overcome, and the road is 
now in active operation.

the price of which is still very low'. The 
lumber m arket is decidedly stronger 
and a small advance has been ordered 
in the price of yellow pine. The inter­ 
est in the home m anufacture of cotton 
is still on the increase, and several 
new mills are re;>orted for the week. 
The successful test of the new T al­ 
bot steel process, whereby Bessemer 
steel can ne m anufactured a t $18 a 
ton out of southern iron, is regarded 
by The Tradesm an as the chief in­ 
dustrial event o( the year, and bids 
lair to solve the steel problem and rev­ 
olutionize the industrial conditions 
of the South.

The success of the United States in 
m aterial developement is the m ost 
illustrious of modern times times. 
The American nation has not only 
successfully borne and suppressed the 
most gigantic and expensive war of 
all history, hut immediately after­ 
ward it disbanded its arm y, found 
employment for all its soldiers and 
marines, paid off m ost of its debt 
gave labor and homes to all the em­ 
ployed of European fast as they could 
arrive within its territory, and still 
by a system of tax atio n so indirect 
as not to he perceived much less felt. 
Because it is my deliberate judgment 
th a t the prosperity of America is due 
to its systems of protective iaws, I 
urge th a t Germany has now reached 
th a t point where it is necessary to 
im itate the tariff system of the Uni­ 
ted 8tates.

linois, Pennsylvania, and New York. 
He will report to the Norwegian gov­ 
ernment all the results of his labor. 


After m onths of patient investiga­ 
tion aided by some of the best sta tis­ 
tical^ in tlie country a senate com­ 
m ittee reports as follows: 
The McKinley tariff caused abso­ 
lutely no advance whatever in the 
cost of living. The cost of living has 
decreased under it and the rate of 
wages has slightly increased.

For the prevention of seasickness a 
curious notion seems to be common 
th a t the stom ach should be kept as 
full as possible, says the Lancet. Thus 
have we seen stout old men and wom­ 
en take with praisew orthy persistence 
—had the result been satisfactory 
biscuits, brandy and soda, apples, a 
pint of porter, a red herring and vari­ 
ous other edibles and potables with 
an entire want ol success in retaining 
them, a course of procedure peculiarly 
trying to those who happen to he 
standing, or rather lying, on the verge 
of the act of vomiting. 
Were we to 
counsel those who are liable to this 
affection we should recommend as fol­ 
lows: Take a m oderate meal two 
hours before going on board. Remain 
on deck amidships, well protected 
against cold, as long as possible. As 
soon as the prem onitory sym ptom s 
appear retire to the berth, undress as 
quickly as possible and lie flat on the 
back for the first twelve or even twen­ 
ty-four hours without food. 
Then 
take a small portion of dry bread and 
roast beef w ithout fluid; this the 
stom ach will probably retain. If there 
is much movement of the vessel lie 
cpiiet again or even go upon deck, and 
in the course of thirty-six or forty- 
eight hours the system will have re­ 
covered itself and no further trouble 
will be experienced. It is a m istaketo 
introduce a quantity of fluid, even of 
strongcoffee, into the flaccid stom ach, 
but if sickness persist a glass of cham ­ 
pagne will probably prove serviceable. 
In some few ] ersons quinine or anti- 
pyrin, chloral or potassium bromide 
may act well, but as a rule medicine 
of all kinds should be eschewed by 
those who do not wish to aggravate 
what is already hard to bear.

Aw Inch of Cream. 
In gathering cream the creameries use 
various measures, and of course these will 
differ as the size ot the miik cans used vary. 
These measures are either an inch or a 
space. 
The cream is paid for by these 
measures. 
It is an easy matter to tell how 
much cream there is in one of these meas­ 
ures, but not to find how much butter the 
cream will make, and this is one of the di:- 
lieulties met w.th in this business. 
There 
are several kinds of cans or pails used, und 
these irom eight to nine inches m diameter 
or more. 
Generally each creamery uses 
the same cafi and fixes the measure in rela- 
Uun to the quantity of butter made Irom 
one inch in depth of the cream in the can, 
or a standard measure 
called a space. 
To find the quantity ot cream, measure* the 
diameter of the can and multiply this by it- 
sei', which gives the fcquare ol it. 
Then 
multiply this by .7H54, and the product in 
the cubic inches of cream iji oue inch deep 
Qf the can. 
Thus, a cau nine inches iu d i­ 
will have (id.ti cubic inches in 1 inch deep, 
and this is usually taken as equivalent to a 
pound oi butter. A quart contains 57$ cubic 
ipches, and it requires more than a quart of 
ordinary cream to make a pound of butter. 
It the can is “ halt the c»rcurnferauce ol a 
wagon wheel” it will take about enough 
cream to make lour pounds of butler to 
make one inch 111 depth in the can.

or keeps away insect marauders, it w II 
prove most valuable- 
This saltpetre solu­ 
tion is u«efui to any plant which is attacked 
bv insects which at any time burrow in the 
ground.
